As much as the entire amount that was spent for constructive 1 
purposes for the whole year. Less than twelve dollars out of 
every hundred spent by the government in the fiscal year li)21 
went for construction. 
The balance went to pay thV costs of, 


past destruction and to prepare for more, or. in other words, to1 
pay war costs.
